In Utah the Montana Man Suggested 
a Price for a Vote for 
McCune. 


Washington, January 13-—The senate 
committee on privileges and elections to- 
day continued the investigation of charges 
against Senator Clark, of Montana. M. 
L: Hewitt, a miner, who was in Helena 
during the session of the legislature of 
1899, said that Charley Clark had asked 
him to see Senator Myers and offer him 
$10,000 for his vote for Mr. Clark for sen- 
ator. He had accordingly talked with 
Mr. Myers and testified that that gen- 
tleman had told him, after first declining 
the proposition, to say to Clark that if 
he was disposed to do so, he could put 
$10,000 in the hands of Mr. Whiteside to 
be paid to him (Myers) in case he should 
vote for Mr. Clark. Hewitt said that the 
senator’s son stated that this arrange- 
ment was satisfactory and had afterwards 
told him that the money for Myers had 
been given to Whiteside and that his 
vote was assured. 

The witness said he had seen the sena- 
tor at his rooms at the Helena hotel a 
short time after the Whitéside exposure 
and had asked him what he proposed to 
do, when the ‘senator had replied: 

‘There is only one thing to do anéd 
that is to make the people believe that 
the Daly gang have furnished the money 
and have put up a4 conspiracy against us.”’ 

Concluding his testimony, Mr. Hewitt 
said he had received no pay for his ser- 
vices from Mr. Clark and no promise of 
any.

Charles W. Jackson, of Salt Lake, Utah, 
a member of the legislature of that state, 
testified that he had met Clark in Salt

Not since the day when Sherman’s 
forces appeared on the hills around 
Atlanta has there been such an emer- 
gency in this city.

In the attempt suggested to extra 
tax our. people on the plea that we are 
under such an emergency, a ereat mis- 
take would be committed. If the prec- 
edent is once set that whenever council 
wants extra money all it has to do is 
to cry out “emergency” in the face of 
the facts, then we might as well abol- 
ish all tax limitations, and turn the 
tax collector loose to destroy the prof- 
its of business and to drive manufac- 
turers, and consequently laborers, out 

of the city by arbitrary and unneces- 
- gary levies. 

We argree with Alderman Day, in 
what he says about work which ought 


td be done; but if emergency were al- | 


lowed, we should have every street 
belgian blocked and sidewalked in a 
single year, to the bankruptcy of both 
city and taxpayer. These works are 
necessary in the sense that they should 
be constantly carried on from year to 
year, as in the past, but there is no 
more emergency this year than hereto- 
fore. 

Even for such Work as should be 
hurried up, there is a right way and a 
wrong way to goaboutit. The wrong 
Way may sometimes appear to be the 


quickest, but it carries behind it as 


train of lawlessness which would de- 
stroy the conservative character of the 
city. The present city administration 
had abundant opportunity to obtain 
enabling legislation from the legista- 
ture just adjourned. It also had an 
opportunity to submit the matter to 
the people at the late municipal elec- 
tion.

The city attorney 
has declared that there exists no emer- 
gency, the people at large know that 
there is no emergency: and the work 
which we all know should be done, 
can be done along the ordinary lines 
of procedure.

| The proposal is to issue $500,000 in 
bonds, $300,000 for an electric light 
plant, and $200,000 for waterworks. 
Let the questions be divided so as to 
require separate votes. Such a plan 
will strengthen each proposition. Take 
the waterworks improvement, for in- 
stance, it can be demonstrated that 
within two years $50,000 of the money 
will come back into the treasury in in- 
| creased business, and in five years the 
‘revenue will offset the entire invest- 
ment. Of the waterworks receipts of 
‘last year of $116,000, $48,000 went to 
pay fixed charges, leaving 68,000 clear 
surplus to the city. Of this, $42,000 
was used for néw extensions of the 
service, and $24,000 went into the city 
treasury for general purposes. At 
the present moment there are appli- 
'eations before the water board for 
twenty-five miles of piping, which 
would represent, at the lowest calcula- 
tion, $10,000 added to the city’s re- 
ceipts, but really four times that much, 

We are now talking to the people of 
Atlanta, not as subjects of “emergent” 
taxation, which Has been® dismissed, 
but as stockholders in a mighty munic.- 
ipal enterprise upon a proposition 
which would be greedily accepted by 
any wise business man. 

Let each proposition stand upon its 
merits, be subjected to the most vfgor- 
ous discussion, and then an intelligent 
vote can be cast for the one, or. both, 
or neither, as investigation may dic- 
tate. 

In giving this direction to the whole 
matter, the city council will deserve 
well of the people.

The People Will Elect! 

In view of the discussion in the state 
press as to the proper method of nom- 
inating the officials of the judcial cir- 
cuits of the state, The Constitution 
(after taking the position that there 
should be primaries in each circuit, the 
people voting direct for the candidates 
of their choice) addressed a letter of 
| inquiry to each member of the state 
/executive committee. The purport of 

the inquiry was, “Do you favor a reg- 

ular circuit primary with uniform rate 
(of action? And what is your opinion 
of the suggestion of judicial circult 
conventions?” 

The result of tthe inquiry is that an 
overwhelming majority of the commit- 
tee is in favor of acircuit primary, and 
| cpposed to circuit conventions. It may 
be taken for granted therefore that the 
committee will declare for circuit pri- 
maries, the voters of each judicial cir- 
cuit casting their ballots for the candi- 
dates of their choice in each circuit. 

Nevertheless, some of the members 
of the executive committee are opposed 
to.the circuit primaries, on the ground 
_thait it tends to take the matter out of 
_the hands of the rural population and 
| place it in the hands of the urban pop- 
ulation; that is to say in the hands of 
the voters in the cities. Hon. George 
P. Munro, for instance, a very active 
and efficient member of the committee, 
goes somewhat deeply into the discus- 
ston in his reply to The Constitution’s 
‘inquiry, and as his arguments very 
_cleverly represent those who imagine 
‘that there is political competition be- 
tween the voters in cities and the voters 
in the rural regions, we purpose to con- 
sider the points he makes, and submit 
them to the tests of a friendly examin- 
ation. 

Mr. Munro says he is in favor of cir- 
cuit conventions. But would it not be 
an easy matter for ‘the delegates from

The very 
reform the democratic party has been 
carrying out the last few years has 
been to suppress the active power of 
so-called mass meetings, courthouse 
conventions, and in fact, all other con- 
ventions. These bodies are now mere- 
ly ratification meetings, owing to the 
fact that the nomination of candidates 
has been, generally speaking, restored 
to the people. 

As a matter of fact the supposed 
‘contest between the city and the counwy 
'yoters exists altogether in the minds 
of the politicians. The people them- 
selves never bother their heads with it. 
They know that a democrat living in a 
city has just as much right to vote in 


the primaries and have his vote count- 
ed as the voter that lives in the coun- 
try, and vice versa. Mr. Munro is un- 
fortunate, for instance, in citing At- 
lanta as an example of what might 
happen if its vote could submerge the 
country vote of the congressiomal dis- 
trict of which it is a part. It must 
be remembered that the Atlanta vote 
has gone on more than one occasion to 
the candidate of one of the “country”’ 
counties of the district, and over the 
candidacy of Atianta men. 

The objection that the cities in some 
of the judicial circuits would have an 
overwhelming influence in a circuit 
primary is untenable. In the first 
place, Atlanta and Savannah already 
have judicial circuits of their own in 
which no outside counties participate. 
In the Macon and Augusta dircuits 
there are few outside counties, ana 
these cities will no doubt soon have 
judicial circuits of their own. In 
this matter, let us take the case of 
Atlanta again. This city has two cir- 
cuit judges. One county will elect 
while the other will be selected by the 
counties forming the Stone Mountain 
circuit. In this last selection, Atlanta 
will have no voice whatever, though 
the judge of the Stone Mountain circuit 
presides over the criminal court in At- 
lanta and also sits in civil eases. We 
have never heard and will not hear the 
slightest complaint on this score, There 
is no fear in Atlanta that the counties 
in the Stone Mountain circuit will ever 
make a selection that wHl not receive 
the hearty indorsement of our people. 
Yet this judge presides in more cases 


arising in Atlanta and affecting its citi- 


zens than are brought before him in 
all the other counties of the circuit. 

We mention these facts to show how 
idle it is to insist that in judicial 
matters there is any contention be- 
tween country and dity.. This conten- 
tion exists only in the minds of the 
politicians, though, in some instances, 
it may be to the interest of candidates 
to kindle it. 

Mr. Munro goes so far as to say that 
the chief objection to primaries in the 
judicial circuits is that “it tends to 
place the circuit politics out of the 
hands of the rural into the hands of 
the urban population.” ‘We have al- 
ready discussed the rural and urban 
objection, and shown that it is non- 
existent; but what {is meant by “cir- 
cuit politics?” We are sure that our 
friend has used the word hastily, or 
out of its ordinary meaning. The very 
purpose and intention of the constitu- 
tional amendment is to take the se- 
lection of judges and solicitors out of 
the hands of the politicigns and to 
place it in the hands of the people. The 


judiciary should be as far removed 
from politics as possible, and the only 
way io do that effectually is for the 
people themselves to nominate these 
officials by a direct vote. 

The people may be careless about or- 
dinary elections, but we should think 
that every man has a vital interest in 
placing good men on the berich and in 
selecting good lawyers to look after 
the legal business of the public.

One-Armed John Grant Defies the City 
Council. 


HE TAKES STRANGE POSITION 


Claims He Will Be Expense to City 
as a Convict. 


MAD BECAUSE HE HAS NO FREE LICENSE 


Is a Notorious Character with Police 
Force—Will Be Arraigned in 
Recorder’s Court Monday. 


John Grant was arrested yesterday for 
doing business without a city license. 

Grant's case is a very peculiar one. 
His business does not amount to a great 
deal, but he insists in carrying it on in 
defiance of law and the city council. 
~ John Grant is a character well known 
to the polide. He is an aimless, shiftless 
fellow who is drunk most of his time, 
and the time that he isn’t drunk is spent 
in trying to get a few dimes to get drunk 
with again. 

He is one-armed and the police declare 
that he shot his arm off so as to enable 
him to become a mendicant without mo- 
lestation. He states he Iost his arm 
while out hunting and that the shooting 
was accidental. 

The man is regarded as one of the no- 
torious vagabonds of the city. He has 
not been Known to work in many years. 
Since losing his arm he took to peddling 
lead pencils from house to house. He 
was at one time given a free license 
by the city on account of his having lost 
his arm. That permit was revoked and 
Grant got mad. He vowed that he 
would peddle, permit or no permit. 

Yesterday he was caught peddling his 
pencils and he was arrested arta locked 
up at the police barracks. He is not at 
all repentant, but affirms that when he 
has worked out his sentence in the city 
chaingang he will go to peddling pencils 
again without any Ticense. 

‘T must make a living,’’ says Grant, 
‘and I am not able to buy a license. 
Therefore I will have to peddle without 
a license. They can keep on arresting me 
as often as they will, and just as soon 
as I get out of the chaingang I will ped- 
die again. You see, I can’t do any very 
hard work in the chaingang, as I have 
but one arm, so the city will have the 
expense of feeding me while I am serv-~- 
ing the sentence.”’ 

Grant’s position is somewhat bother- 
some to the police. They know what he 
says is true. He cannot,do hard work, 
and he is an expense tto the city when- 
ever he is sent to the chaingang. 

Grant thinks he will force the city into 
a compromise and that he will ultimately 
get his free license. 

Grant will be arraigned in the police 
court Monday afternoon. He will plead 
guilty to peddling without a license and 
take his sentence complacently and Stc- 
ically. 

“You see,” Grant said to a Constitution 
reporter last night, “I have quit drink- 
ing, for the time being at least, and am 
now ttrying to earn a living. I think the 
city ought to help a one-armed fellow a 
little. ‘I don’t mind. being in the chain- 
gang just so it isn’t for being drunk. It 
is an honor to be serving a sentence be- 
cause you have tried to make an honest 
living. That is the way I look at ii, and 
so. 1 am determined to wage this war 
to the bitter end.”’

"While other southern aystems 
have done a ereat deal for the develop- 
ment ofthe south, they derived immense 
profits from it, and it is neither wise 
nor just that they snould désire to mo- 
nopolize our resources and hold us in 
their control, Our best interest calls for 
enlarged facilities and competition and 
for these considerations we regard the 
Scaboard Air-Line of great promise for 
the future.

IN HILLS OF NORTH GEORGIA 


Made It Warm for Makers of the 
“Thlicit.” 
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DESTROYED A DOZEN  DISTILLERIES 


Turned Over to the Government a 


Large Amount of Property. 
Some Thrilling Adventures. 


Cartersville, Ga., January 2.—(Spectal.) 
Deputy Collector Bartow EF’. Carter, one 
of the best known. shrewdest and most 
daring officers in the revenue service in 
Georgia has just completed a remarkable 
month’s work and one beset with excit- 
ing and hazardous experiences, With one 
assistant alone,for most of the time— 
Jasper N. Jones. innocent looking, but 
of the rougher mold of humanity and 
schooled in woodcrafit aS are few if any 
others in Georgia—he has penetrated the 
hills of half a dozefh™counties and lo- 
cated and destroyed more than a dozen 
sdldeat stills and their belongings, and 
captured whisky wawxons, doing away 
With and turning in to the government 
property amounting to over $12,000. 

His operations furnish a tale of dash 
and adventure finding few parallels in 
line in civil times. 

There was not a day or night during 
the month that he was not either plan- 
ning or executing a raid of some kind. 
His first still scented was on the 2d of the 
month and was that of Tom Kimball, in 
Polk county, eight miles southeast of 
Rockmart. Kimball had run his still 
successfully for thirteen years and had 
often boasted that no revenue man could 
catch him. His still was at a spot wild 
enough ‘to seem secure from invasion, 
being between hills rising abruptly on 
every side and approachable with diffi- 
culty by any one afoot, Much less by 
vehicle or horse. On ‘the road leading 
toward the place Carter captured two 
boys. It was nearly night when one of 
them escaped. While operations for dis- 
covery were progressing tthe chap was 
giving the alarm, as was afterwards 
shown. After escaping he secured a pis- 
tol at a house he passed and ran through 
the woods firing it. The operators of the 
still moved it and whisky on hand away 
where it could not be found. Carter and 
Jones: left their hack in the road in 
charge of a negro driver, and hunting in 
the woods located where the still had 
been. They burned the building and tubs 
and destroyed the malt. As they re- 
turned in the direction where they had 
left the team, they heard yells and curses. 
Coming to the place they found nothing 
there. The still men had come on the 
negro driver and given him a fearful 
beating. Then they hitched the team up 
to the hack, thrashed the horses to give 
them a wild start, and turned them loose 
in the road, headed in the direction of 
Rockmart. The postmaster at Vincent, a 
mile and a half away, nexé day found the 
vehicle and horses in a cotton fleld, the 
vehicle broken to pieces and the horses 
roaming about loose and badly skinned 
lp. 

The negro driver ran through ithe woods 
and fields, being afraid of the roads, to 
Rockmart, where he told hig tale of woe. 
Mr, Morgan a Lveryman to whom the 
team belonged, got the marshal of the 
place and a sr§all posse and went to 
hunt tthe hack and the revenue men, 
reaching them in the early forenoon. Car- 
ter and itis men had been out all night 
and kept the captured boy with them, 
but were serene and satisfied after having 
accomplished their. work. The enlarged 
party made a search for the gtill men 
whom they found and who, after a heavy 
fusilade of shots,.ran like deer, 

On the night of the Sth Carter and his 
man made a chase for illicit whisky and 
on a farm eight miles from Cartersville 
they found a wagon On a lonely road. 
Two men were with it. They were Henry 
Stover and Joe Strickland, of Lick Log, 
in Dawson county. They had been in the 
neighborhood where found four or five 
days. The mules were unhitched from the 
wagon. After the contents of the wagon 
had been ascertained, Jones had one 
mule turned to hitch up. Stover had 
the other mule, and stripping harness 
off in a twinkling, mounted and filed, 
Eighteen or twenty gallons of liquor and 
peach brandy were found and empty ves- 
sels, showing the wagon had contained 
about 200 gallons. An extra mule was 
hired and the wagon and contents 
brought to Cartersville, 

On the 8th three stills were captured, 
that of Major Passons, eight miles from 
Rockmart, that of Will Hindsman, and 
that of Bob Wommack, all close by each 
other; no resistance being encountered. 

On the 13th the Henry Collins conspira- 
cy case, told of in The Constitution, was 
worked up in which Carter, assisted by 
J. D. Goode, did some shrewd work in 
securing evidence. The same day a cop- 
per still and sixty gallons of liquor was 
seized at Tyre Owens’s place. 

The next cases revea] the several cun- 
ning and lengths of ingenuity that are 


to flank the government’s 
not’? and balk its agents. <A mile north- 
west of Steadman, in Haralson ¢ounty, 
is a little scooped in place in the: hills 
furnishing a harmless looking landscape 
from one of the roads jeading from 
Cedartown to Tallapoosa, but the hills, 
secluded and cut into by a number of 
little ‘branches, furnish a favorable place 
for moonshining operations. Here is the 
haunt of Young Sewell, a noted -fHlock- 
ader. A common country house was vis- 
ited by Carter. <A search disclosed an 
ordinary cellar under kithcen part. In 
this cellar the still was run, a well be- 
ing dug in the cellar to furnish the nec- 
essary water. The house was evidently 
built as a blind for the cellar distillery, 
az no one was living in. It was be- 
lieved to be Sewells. 

Eight miles east. from Tallapoosa next 
was found and seized the distillery of Si 
Ward, and next, near it, that of Felix 
Dearing. A once pretentious residence, 
but now a ramshackle affair in a state of 
decay stands isolated in the hills. A 
rich eccentric dwelt here a semi-recluse, 
but has gcne away north sometime since. 
There is & cellar under the old structure 
and wines were kept there in plenty. 
In this old wine cellar Dearing’s still was 
found running. A secret pipe to convey 
slops into the creek emptying below the 
water’s surface, was discovered. 

On the 23d, at George Garner’s, eight 
miles south of Dallas, a distillery - was 
found and seized, and also a Jot of illicit 
whisky that was in the house, 

On the 26th, at a place northwest of 
Gum Spring, in Bartow county, the still 
of Harrison Dooley was found and taken 


charge of. 

Reaching the still of Ed McGuire and 
others, near Huntsville in Paulding coun- 
ty on the 27th, the officer, with a posse. 
exercised that cautious, shrewd tactics 
necessary when Ro clew presents itself 


to close in. They knew they were in the 
vicinity and they were watching. It was 
night and a light was seen. This Jones 
approached through the brush, stopping 
short at a distance. The light started 
to move and Jones, aproaching in the 
dark, covered the man who was leaving 
with his whisky, and stopped him and 
then fired his gun as a Signal for the

“The people, in adopting the constitu- 
tional amendment, have shown what 
their desires are, Indeed, the whole 
course of political history in Georgia dur- 
ing the past few years shows an irresisti- 
ble tendency on the part of the people to 
take into their own hands powers and re- 
Sponsibilities which belong to them, but 
which have heretofore been exercised by 
the politician. As no journal has done. 
more to bring about this wholesome re- 
form than The Constitution, we propose 
to keep on pegging away at it. Espe- 
Cilally in this case do we deem it {tmport- 
ant that the people should exercise in the 
fullest and completest manner the right 
that has been restored to them by the 
constitutional amendment placing the 
choice of the judicidry in their hands. 
Interpreted by this view, the new consti- 
tutiona] amendment means the nomina- 
tion of judges and solicitors by the vot- 
ers at the primaries, the people of each 
judicial circuit voting for the candidates 
of their choice in their own circuit, the 
candidates receiving a majority of the 
votes to be acepted by the state conven- 
tion and their names to be placed on the 
state ticket. 

“That is what an election by the people 
means in Georgia. Here, where the dem- 
ocratic party has no opposition to speak 
of, a nominatiog means an election, and 
is, therefore, just as important as an 
election. The people, appreciating this 
fact, and following the cue of such news- 
papers as The Constitution, have gradu- 
ally eliminated so-called ‘mass meetings’ 
and courthouse conventions, and by 
means of primaries at which the polls 
are opened as at regular elections, have 
taken the nomination of candidates into 
their own hands. The result is al} that 
could be desired. Even the United States 
senators are practically elected by a pop- 
wviar vote in Georgia. 

“These things being so, the: state ex- 
ecutive committee has but one course be- 
fdve it. That course is marked out not 
only by the general reform that has taken 
place in Georgia, but by the constitu- 
tional amendment, which is the result of 
that reform. Lert the people .of each ju- 
dicial circuit nominate their judge and 
solicitor at a primary election, the result 
in each county to be certified by the 
county executive committee, and the 
names of the candidates receiving tue 
largest number of votes to be sent to the 
state convention for ratification. 

“In this way the people of each circuit 
will have their judicial affairs in the 
hands of men of «their own selection 
men in whom they have confidence. This 
is to carry the democratic principle of 
self-government_to one of its most legiti- 
mate and important conclusions.”’

The Presbyterian church derives its 
name from its form of government. It is 
a representative repwhblican institution, 
governed by a series of ascending courts, 
each of which is composed of presbyters 
(ordinarily called elders), chosen by the 
people. Each of these courts, because 
composed ol presbyters, is, in {ts essen- 
tial nature, & presbytery, The court of an 
individual congregation, however, is call- 
ed a session, that of a number of asso- 
ciated churches is called distinctively a 
presbytery, that of a still larger number 
of associated churches, embracing several 

resbyteries, iS Cailed' a synod; while 
that of the whole church fg called a gen- 
era! assembly. 

The first presbytery in the United States 
was organized at Philadelphia, Pa., in 
ties, unu consisied of six iministers and 
thirteen churches, 

The first synod in the United States 
was organized at Philadelphia’,also, in 
1716 and consisted of four presbyteries. 

The first Beneral assembly was like- 
wise organized at Philadelphia in 1789, 
and consisted of. four synods, viz, New 
York and New Jersey, Philadelphia, Vir- 
ginia and the Carolinas, { 

The territory of the state of Georgia, at 
this time, belonged to the synod of the 
Carolinas, and was included in the pres- 
bytery of South Carolina. 

From this presbytery of South Carolina 
in 1196 Was set apart the presbytery of 
Hopewell, to which was ass#@ned the 
whole of the state of Georgia. 

Eeolesiastically, therefore, Presbyteri- 
anism in Georgia began with the erec- 
tion of Hopewell presbytery, the 3d day 
of November, 1796, at a meeting of the 
synod of the Carolinas in Morganton, N, 
C., and Was formaliy organized at Liberty

After the settlement of the colony of 
Georgia by Oglethorpe in 1733, there were 
early additions. made to the population 
by immigrants from Europe, and among 
them was a company of Scotch High- 
landers, who established a community at 
or near the present town of Darien (1736), 
then called New Inverness. Historians 
of Georgia tell us, in a genera] way, 
that these people brought with them a 
minister of the gospel and maintained a 
church. The name of the minister was 
Rev. James McLeod, who remained with 
them until 1741. No date can be found, 
however, to give us accurate informa- 
tion. The present church of Darien, of 
which rev. L. B. Lyon is pastor, was 
organized at Sapelo bridge in 1809, by 
Rev. William McWhir, D. D., and in 
18) was transferred to the town of Da- 
rien. The conne¢etion between the two 
organizations is traceable only in a slight 
way. General John McIntosh was one of 
the first elders of the now existing church. 
Colonel John McIntosh was also the 
leader of the coldny settling at New 
Inverness in 1736, after whom the county 
of which Darien is the capital was named. 
General John McIntosh, the elder of the 
Sapelo Bridge (now Darien):church was 
a descendant of this chief of the Scot- 
tish colony. The indications are, that 
the early organization at New Inverness 
passed out of existence before the close 
of the American revolution. The present 
church of Darien is not found in minis- 
terial connection till the formation of the 
presbytery of Georgia in 1821. 

But going back again we see Presby- 
terians developing next in a church or- 
ganization between Darien and Savan- 
nah, in what was afterwards called Lib- 
erty county. Strictly speaking, this or- 
ganization was a congregational church, 
but by reason of its history and influ- 
ence, the old: Midway church must be 
considered by us a component part of the 
Presbyterians of Georgia. Dr. James 
Stacy, the recent hostorian of Liberty 
county, justifies this remark when he 
says: “With the exception of Messrs, 
Osgood and Holmes, the church, though 
Congregational in form, always’ had 
Fresbyterian ministers. It supported the 
Presbyterian church, sending her con- 
tribution through that channel, and 
Was generally known and through com- 
mon parlance termed ‘Ppresbyterian 
church,’ and all of the ministers going 
out from it have become Presbyterians, 
not one having embraced the Congre- 
gational form of government. 

The history of the Presbyterian church 
in Georgia cannot be written if we ig- 
nore the Midway Congregational church 


_ of Liberty county, for the simple reason 


that this grand old organization played 
so important a part in the making of 
that history. 
The beginning of this remarkable ccm- 
munity runs back to 1630, when a body of 
14 Puritan emigrants came together from 
the counties of Devon, Dorcet and Somer- 
setsh're, in Plymouth, England, and, hav- 
ing chosen two ministers, set sail for 
America. Their firat’ settlement was in 
Massachusetts, and named Dorchester, in 
honor of the old home of so many of 
them. After five years, the greater por- 
tion ef the colony* moved to what is now 
Windsor, Conn. Bixty years later (169e) 
we find a small colony of these people 
going to South Carolina, and settling 
Within a year af:erwards at Dorchester, 
in that state. After fifty-six years of 
Tesidence in this place, the colony began 
to agitate, for many reasons, another re- 
Moval, and in 1752 settled in st. John 6 
parish, now Liberty county, Georg:a. 
Soon after their arrival in their new 
home the history of the Midway church 
@s such becan, It continued in its rarely

The first native Presbyterian minister 
ordained in Georgia was Rev. Thomas 
Goulding, D.D., Who was, in 1845. the 
first moderator of the synod of Georgia. 
He was the initial founder of the Colum- 
bia theological seminary. Two of the 
pastors of Midway, while not of the peo- 
ple, were so identified with them as to 
deserve mention asa part of their history. 
One was Rev. I. S. K. Axs01, D.D.. who 
afterwards served for thirty-four vears 
in an honored and useful pastorate in 
the Independent church of Savannah. The 
Other was Rev. D. L. Buttolph D.D. 
the last pastor of Midway, who for twen- 
ty-one years Subsequently labored suec- 
cessfully as the pastor of the Marietta 
church, and now lives, a beloved father 
among his former people.

Rev. John Newton was the*pioneer of 
Presbyterianism in the upper portion of 
the state, and as such deserves special 
mention.

He was the organizer of the 
Bethsalem and New Hope churches, 
serving them till his untimely death in 
1797, about three months after the pres- 
bytery was crganized.

Church,’’ ‘which, while it has never had 
any conneéction with the presbytery or 
synod has been thoroughly Caivanistic 
in doctrine, has maintained Presbyterian 
life, has been served by many strong 
Presbytefrian ministers as pastors, retain- 


ing Presbyterian connection and has con- 


tributed largely to the cause of the 
Presbyterian church at home and abroad, 
Out of it have grown the two other flour- 
ishing churches of the city, the first 
having been organized in 1827, As early 
as 1743, we are told, ‘tthe inhabitants of 
Vernaburg and vill@ges adjacent in the 
neighborhood of Sdvannah addressed a 
petition to the trustees of Georgia desir- 
ing a minister of Calvinistic principles to 
be sent to them, and recommended Rev. 
J. J. Zubly, a Swiss by birth, as a person 
of their choice. He came to Savannah 
from London, England, where he was or- 
dained in 1744. After preaching a while in 
Savannah he went to South Carolina, but 
in 1760, was called by the Independent 
church to be their pastor and served 
them as such for eighteen years. This 
good old church has exerted its influence 
for Presbyterianism during its long his- 
tory throughout the whole state. 

Looking out from Savannah still we find 
traces of Presbyterian life in two or 
three other places very early, though we 
cannot definitely identify or authenticate 
them in all respects. A quotation from 
Dr. Wilson’s ‘‘Necrology’’ will be of 
service at this point.

In 1773 a suppiication for supplies was 
sent up from St. Paul’s parish, in Georgia. 
St. Paul’s Parish was the Augusta 
church. Thus the Augusta church ex- 
isted Jong before the revolutionary war; 
it is probably at least a hundred years 
old,” 

However, the record of the organ- 
ization of this church dates from 1804. 
If there existed a church organization in 
Augusta as early as Dr, Wilson says, the 
revolution made such a gap in its history 
and records as to justify the date, 180, 
as the real beginning. 

So much for these early germs of Pres- 
byterianism seattered around the south- 
eastern portion of the state) which helped 
afterwards toward the building up of or- 
ganized Presbyterian life 

We return now to trace the growth of 
ecclesiastical life as it took its rise in 
upper Georgia, when Hopewell presbytery 
met for the first time at Liberty (now 
Woodstock) church, between Washington 
and Lexington, on the third Thursday of 
March, 179%.

Rev. John Springer was the pastor of 
the Smyrna (now Washington) church, 
and died a year later than Mr. Newton. 

Rev. Rotert M. Curningham was the 
organizer of Ebenezer (now Mount Zion), 
and from 1795 till 1808 was the pastor of 
that church, together with” Bethany. 

Rev. Moses Waddel was born in Ire- 
land, 770, coming when a _ child te 
Charleston; was educated at Hampden- 
Sidney college, licensed in 1792, moved to 
Georgia in 1794, to take the pastorate of 
Carmel church, in Columbia county, 
wher he lived, teaching and serving Car- 
mel and Joppa churches till 1801, when 
he went to South Carolina. He labored 
as a leader and preacher in South Caro- 
lina until he was calied to the presi- 
dency of Franklin college (now Univer- 
sity of Georgia) in 1819. His ten years 
of remarkable service in this institution 
and his labors in the ministry in the 
meanwhile left a lasting monument to 
his memory. He died in Athens in 1840. 

Rev. William Montgomery was for a 
time pastor of the New Hope church. He 
wa; reared in Lancaster, S. C., licensed 
in 1793, and in 1795 became ‘tthe pastor of 
Siloam and Little Britain churches 
Siloam is now Greenesborough. While 
pastor of New Hope he also served Beth- 
saida (now Sandy Creek). He belonged 
to a family of Montgomery, prominent in 
the old Thyatira church, Jackson cuonty, 
Georgia, afterwards in Alabama. Mr. 
Charles D. Montgomery, formerly the ef- 
ficient superintendent of the Central 
church (Atlanta) Sabbath school, and at 
present a deacon in the church, is of the 
same family. 

Between 1797 and 1813 the*presbytery of 
Hopewell continued to belong to the sy-

During this 
period there had come to labor in its 
bounds Rev. Thomas Newton (1798); Rev.

John R. Thompson (1808), Rev. Nathan 8. 
S. Beman (1813). Rev. Dr. John Brown, 
president of Franklin college from 1811 
to 1816, a good man and preacher, added 
to the strength and progr of the cause. 
Great promise was held ow® by the com- 
ing of Rev. Rebert Finley, D.D., as the 
successor of Dr. Brown to the presidency 
of Franklin college, but he lived only a 
short while, about six months. «ae late 
Dr. Camak and Miss Annie Camak, of 


Athens, were Dr. Finley’s grandchildren. 


In 1819 Dr. Moses Waddell began his ad- 
ministration as president of Franklin col- 
lege, after absence from the state for a 
number of years. From his accession to 
the presbytery a new Spirit seemed to 
be infused into the churches, as well as 
into the college. Up to this time there 
had mot been much increase in the num- 
ber ot churches. Augusta was added in 
18044. Eatonton, Danielsville, Thyatira, 
Hebron, Madison, Lawrenceville and 
Athens were among the number of 
churches organized before the presbytery 
of Georgia was set off in 1821. Toward 1825 
the spirit of evangelism took posses- 
sion of the presbytery, aS also that of 
Christian education. Fruit followed both 
efforts. The Domestic Missionary Society 
had Its birth at the spring meeting of the 
Presbytery in 1825, under which Dr. James 
C. Stiles was the first missionary.’ A 
legacy to the society is still supporting 
missionary work in Athens presbytery, 
the successor to Hopewell. About this 
time camp meetings were inaugurated, 
too. which proved to be an effective agen- 
cy in the then sparcely settled condition 
of the county, It was under the impulse 
of these years that several of our strong 
churches were organized, viz: Decatur, 
1825; Milledgeville, 1826; Macon, 1826; Co- 
lumbus, 1830. This prosperity continued 
and in 1833 the presbytery of Good Hope, 


“afterwards called Flint River, was set off, 


out of which were organized in 1843 the 
presbytery of Cherokee, covering the ter- 
ritory west of the Chattahoochee river, 
and in 1866, by division, the two presby- 
teries of Atlanta and Macon. The Flint 
River presbytery went as far southas the 
Florida line and induded the country be- 
tween the Ocmulgee and the Chattahoo- 
chee rivers. Afterwards there were 
changes in the bounds of this presbytery, 
but not needful for statement in a paper 
of this length and purpose. Between the 
organization of the Flint River presby- 
tery (1833) till its division into Atlanta 
and Macon presbyteries (1866) the Presby- 
terian church advanced through its arven- 
cy and that of Cherokee (1843) to the 
verge of the state on the west and on the 
south. The three or four southern coun- 
ties, however, in 1840, were detached from 
Flint river and joingd to the new pres- 
bytery of Florida, which covered the 
whole of that state. During this period 
chyrches were established in the various 
‘towns and counties included in this large 
territory. 

As already intimated, the presbytery of 
Georgia had been organized in 1821. It 
was formed out of the presbytery of Har- 
mony Grove (a South Carolina presbytery 
touching Georgia on the southeast) 
and set oft | ae presbytery by 
the synod of South Carolina and 
Georgia the dividing line between 
it and Hopewell ya oe gah com- 
mencing aft the north of Little river and 
running in a southwest direction, leaving 
the counties of Columbla, Warren, Han- 
cock and Baldwin and all the territory 
below in the presbytery of Georgia, and 
all th. counties above in the presbytery 
of Hopewell. The original members were 
Rev. ywilliaam McWhir, Rev. Murdock 
Murphy, Rev. Thomas Goulding, Rev. 
William Maderwell, Rev. Samuel 8S. Davis, 
Rev. Remembrance Chamberlain, Rev. 
Nathan S. S. Beman and Rev. Benjamin 
(tildersleeve. In 1824 the bounds were 
altered by synod, so as to throw eight- 
een counties, north and west, into Hope- 
well presbytery. Three years after the 
formation of Flint River presbytery the 
synod cut off from Georgia presbytery 
and gave to Flint River all of Early, 
Randolph, Lee, Stewart, Sumter, Marion 
and Muscogee and parts of Dooly, Deca- 
tur and Baker. In 1840 the counties of 
Baker, Thomas, Decatur and Lowndes 
were set off with all of the state of 
Florida, except the Alabama portion, to 
constitute the presbytery of Florida. 

she synod of Georgia was organized 
by the division of the synod of South Car- 
olina and Georgia, under an act of the gen- 
eral assembly November 20, 184. Its ter- 
ritory included all of the state of ~ia 
and all of the gtate of Florida-lying south 
of Georgia. It was composed of five 
presbyteries, viz: Hopewell (1797), Geor- 
gia (821), Flint River (1833), Florida (ot), 
(Cnerokee (1843). It embraced fifty-three 
ministers and ninty churches and 3,763 
communicants, Some one, writing for 
The Christian Observer, in a recent is- 
sue, says, after carefully tabulated sta- 
tistics: 

“The fact is that the membership has 
been increased in sixty years faster than 
the population. In 1541, the total member- 
Ship (white and biack) Was only aboul 
four-tenths of 1 per cent of the total pop- 
ulation, in ls$¥i the white membership 
bore a ratio to the White population ol 
about 1% per cent, During sixty years 
tne popuiauon of the state has increaseu 
threefoid, but the numwer of members ot 
the fresbyterian church has increased 
sixfold, Presbyterianism in Georgia has 
been growing, relatively, twice as iast 
as the popuuaticn, 

“This represents a happy progress of 
the work.’’

The 
net gains, of course, give the excess ot 
new members over those lost by death, 
removals, non-attendance, etc. Neither 
does it convey an adequate conception of 
the strength and influence of Christian- 
ity in this country to say that there are 
nearly 28,000,000 members of the ehurch- 
ec. As a matter of fact, this number 
falls very far short of the actual num- 
ber of people who accept the fundament- 
al truths of Christianity but who do not 
actively identify themselves with church- 
es and do not contribute to their support.

1 have always contended that stealing 
little things was the besetting sin of the 
necro was a race trait. And tha’ 
cheating in a trade was a race trait is 
Jews and Gentiles. We white folks 43 
not call it cheating,. but say he got the 
advantage or he got the best of the bar- 
gain, but this advantage is generally got 
by deception or a suppression of the truth. 
The negro smooths his sin over by call- 
ing it taking things—just as our cook 
once said to Me when I complained about 
her stealing lard and flour and rice and 
such things: “Mr: Major, I don't think 
you miss what I takes,’”’ Well, I didnt 
very much, for she never took much at 
a time. but it annoyed me for her to 
think she was fooling me when she wasnt. 
But that eame negro would up all 
night with a sick member of the family 
and was always good and kind to our 
children. Now the white man _ rarely 
steals anything and the negro as rarely 
cheats you in a trade. Before the civil 
war the negroes’ most frequent crime was 
stealing chickens and he got so expert 
in that business that a law was passed 
making it a penal offense for anybody 
to buv chickens from a negro even thotgh 
he had raised them in his own yard. We 
could -buy foot mats and brooms and 
baskets. but we must not buy chuckens. 
Law or no law, he continued his midnight 
vocation, and if the cammandment had 
said thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bor’s chickens it would have been all the 
came to him. First covet and then steal 
was part of his religion. I was ruminat- 
tng about this because I bought a turkey 
yesterday from a negre for a very low 
price and I. wondered where he got it. I 
didn't question him, for I didn’t want to 
hurt. his feelings. When I was in North 
Carolina a friend told me about an old 
darky -who was on trial for stealing a 
turkey and the proof was positive, and 
yet he did not seem to be alarmed. His 
jawyer was discouraged and said, ‘“‘Uncle 
Jack. it looks like they have got you.” 
“No, dey aint, Mas John; dey aint got 
me yet and dey aint agwine to get me. 
Tell you how it is, Mas John. De jedge 
seten up dar Was My young master when 
de war broke out and not gwine to send 
me to de pen. No, sir; he aint, he aint 
done forget wha I know.”’ But Mas John 
had lost confidence, for he knew that the 
judge would do his duty and: execute the 
law. In a short time the tra!ll was over 
and the judge asked Uncle Jack if 
he had anything to say in extenuation 
of his crime. The old gray-headed man 
got up with a @erunt and looking around 
upon the spectators and then at the judge 
said: ‘‘Nuffin’ much, Mas Judge, nuffin’ 
much. Only dis, you Know all about dat 
old war which we all got whooped and 
you haint forgot how I went oud wid 
you to de army for you was a cappen and

Most of them are of the 
new issue who were never in slavery and 
a majority have advanced under freedom 
from simple larceny to burglary. Chick- 
ens are too small game for the modern 
darky.

years. Finally, in 183, Dr. Thomas 
Goulding, then pastor of the Lexington 
church, was appointed theological profes- 
sor. and a class of students was placed 
under his instruction in Lexington during 
the year 1829. The next. year the synod 
of South Carolina and Georgia adopted 
this school as its own and removed it to 
Columbia, 8S. C., its present site, and 
added. Dr. George Howe to the faculty 
of instruction in 1831. When the synod 
was divided in 1845, the two synods of 
South Garolina ‘and Georgia had joint 
control of ‘the seminary until subse- 
quently they invited the synod of Ala- 


bama to take joint control with them, 
and when the synod of South Georgia 
and Florida was set off from the synod 
of -Georgia, it also became one of the 
controlling synods.

CONCLUSIONS AS TO AUTOMATIC 
WRITING. 


First, that no one can say beforehand 
whether any particular person 
cannot use my hand for the purpose of 
telepathy cr automatic handwriting. Some 
friends, who are very near and dear to 
me, utterly fail. Others with whom I am 
not on particularly near terms, write 
with ccnsiderable accuracy. 

Secondly, it is not in the least neces 
sary for the person who writes with your 
hand to be conscious that you are re- 
ceivine such a communication from him; 
that is to say, vou ring up your friend, 
and ask him to communicate by the aid

A New Explosive. 


Brigadier General A. D. Buffington, chief of 
department of the army, in his 


1899, speaks in terms of commendation of the 
new explosive—thorite. All the tests of thorite

out, he says, were very satisfactory, 
designed to show that the mixture 
coyld not be exploded by friction or by shock 
and impact. The last tests were made by m:- 
chanical means and by firings made from can- 
non of various calibers, some of the firings 
being against plates.

Cal- 
houn had just passed away in W ashing- 
ton. and Daniel Webster and Henry Clay 
still lin~ered upon the stage of public life 
expecting at any moment to be called be- 
hind the scenes. Mutterings of the 
proaching storm of war could be distinct- 
ly heard in the distance, growing out of 
the agitation of the slavery question, and 
patriots in both sections of the country 
were alarmed over the outlook. Railway 
enterprise had barely, commenced ; and 
betwee the eastern and western divisions 
of the continent there was no bond of 
social or commercial union except ihe 
staze coach, which moved along with 
tardy speed and exposed the passengers 
to imminent peril at the hands of the 
Indians, who roamed over the pruiries, as 
well as to serious risk at the hands of the 
elements. Sewing machines were com- 
paratively unknown; and telegraphs, tele- 
mhones, electric lights, electric cars and 
other conveniences of our modern life 
were idle dreams which visionaries  in- 
dulged in, but which practical men laugh- 
ed at as ridiculous. We. have moved 
forward in more respects than one since 
Herper’s Magazine first appeared in 1850, 
end much of the progress which we have 
made since then has been faitnfully re- 
flected in the subsequent volumes which 
bave succeeded vhis initial one. We find 
in hastily turning the pages of this 
pioneer volume that Charles Dickens, 
Wilkie Collins, Henry W. Longfellow, 
William Cullen Bryan, Leigh Hunt, Rob- 
ert Southey and other popular middle-of- 
the-century writers, who were then on the 
sunny heights of fame, aré included 
among the contributors. 


We have received from the Penn Pub- 
lishing Company of Philadelphia, three 
neatly bound volumes presenting the va- 
rious plays included in the repertoire of 
the jate Edwin Booth, each play being 
given in the exact text in which it was 
used byathe great tragedian. Volume one 
is devoted to Shakespearean plays 
as follows: ‘“‘Hamlet,”’ ‘“Macbeth,”’ 
“King Lear,’’ Julius Ceasar,’ and “The 
iMerchant of Venice.’’ Volume two is 
also made up of Shakespearean 
pays, to-wit: ‘“Othello,’”” Richard IT,” 
“Richard LIilI,’’ ‘“‘Henry VIII,’’ ‘“‘Much Ado 
About Nothing’ and ‘Katharine and 
Petruchio.’”’ Volume three contains five 
miscellaneous plays as follows: ‘“‘Riche- 
iieu,”’ “‘“Fool’s Revenge,’’ ‘‘Brutus,’’ ‘‘Ruy 
Blas’ and ‘‘Don Caesar de Bazan.’ In 
reading the plays contained in the vol- 
umes of this series one fancies himself 
almost in’ the presence 3;,of the great 
tragedian, so many are the individuali- 
ties of style which suggest him. How 
widely the plays differ in scenic arrange- 
ments as well] as in other respects from 
the original manuscripts of the authors, 
may be shown by comparative readings. 
Some of the changes are not those of 
Booth, but of his distingufshed predeces- 
sors who played in the same roles and 
Booth simply adopted them in connection 
with others made by himself. William 
Winter, who was for many years asso- 
ciated with Booth in his dramatic career, 
is the editor of the series; and upon the 
shoulders of no one could thé responsi- 
bility have more appropriately fallen. 
Mr. Winter has performed his task faith- 
fully and ‘well and the admirers of Booth 
feel grateful to him for the service which 
he has performed in memory of the great 
tragedian. Each play is furnished with 
an appendix of historical, critical and ex- 
planatory notes. 


One of the London papers has recently

“THE KNIGHTS OF THE E€ROSS."’ By 
Herryk Sienkiewicz.

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In one of the recent issues of The Satur- 
day Review supplement of The New York 
Times some well-informed contributor, 
who writes over the signature of Jerome 
Buck, discusses at some length the views 
wiich Shakespeare’s wontemporaries en- 
tertained of him, and such Is the exhaust- 
ive research which he brings to bear upon 
the subject that we take the liberty of 
publishing the communication in fwll for 
the benefit of our readers. Mr. Buck 
says: 

Twenty-six performers from time to 
time took part in producing Shakespeare's 
plays, and Shakespeare himself was one 
of them. John Heminge and Henrie Con- 
dele were the names of two of these ac- 
tors who got together the plays of 
Shakespeare, whom, in their introduc- 
tioh, they style their friend, and publish 
them in the book of 1623. They say of 
their author: “‘Who, as he was a happy 
imitator of nature, was a most gentle ex- 
pression of it," and add thatthe plays 
had their real trial already, and stood 
out all appeals.’’ They dedicate the vol- 
"ume to the earls of Pembroke and of 
Montgomery, and express the hope that 
“what delight is these remains of your 
servant Shakespeare may be ever your 
lordships, the reputation his, the fault 
ours, if any be committed by a pair so 
careful ‘to show their gratitude both to 
the living and the dead.’’ And these fel- 
low players further say, with much ten- 
derness, of their dead friend: ‘And what 
he thought he uttered with that easiness 
that we have scarce received from him a 
blot in his papers.’ His contemporaries, 
having Known Shakespeare as both writ- 
er and player, freely dwelt upon his 
quality in both capacities, 

In Shakespeare’s lifetime, and before 
his pen had long been busy, Henry Chet- 
tle, a literary 'man, who edited ‘Greene’s 
Grotesworth of Wit,” in apologizing for an 
attack by the latter (a dramatic writer) 
upon Shakespeare, wrote of the latter: 
‘Because I have seen his demeanor no 
less civil than excellent in the’ quality he 
professes, and of his repute as a writer, 
thus,’’ (to give full weight to the evidence, 
allow for what seems to us quaint Eng- 
lish), ‘“‘because divers of worship have re- 
ported his grace in writing that approves 
his art.’’ 

Francis. Meres, in 1858, writes of 
Shakespeare's sonnets as ‘‘His sugared 
sonnets, that were handed about by his 
private friends, and many years before 
they were printed.” 

In 1591 Spenser, the poet,

Givision of the work of Meres contain 
mention of the name or works of Shake- 
speare: “‘As the soule of Euphorbus wa3 
thought to jive in Pythagoras, so the 
sweete wittie scule of Ovid lives in melli- 
flUuous and heney-tongued shakespeare. 
Witness his ‘Venus and Adonis,’ nis ‘Lu- 
crece,’ his sugared sonnets, etc. Again, as 
Epius Stolo said, ‘The Muses would speak 
with Plautus tongue,’ (if chey would 
speak Latin), so I say the Muses would 
speak with Shakespeare's fine fled 
phrase, if they would speak English.”

On the death of Queen Elizabeth in 1602, 
a ballad was published, in the commence- 
ment of which Shakespeare, Ben Jonson 
end Thomas Greene were called wpon to 
contribute some verses in honor of the 
late queen. 


“You poets all, brave Shakespeare, Jon- 
eon, Greene, 

Bestow vour time to write for England's 
queene.”’ 

Hen Jonson, surviving Shakespeare, 
published, after the short interim of seven 
years from the decease of the latter, the 
tribute in which he culled his friend 

‘Soul of the age, 
The applause, delight, the wonder of our 
stage.’’ 


(which, of course, is a recognition of 
Shakespeare, both as writ@r and player,) 
“Sweet Swan of Avon,’ and “Star of 
Poets.”” Again, in 1623, he wrote the fol- 
howing on Shakespeare’s picture: 


“This figure that thou see'’st put, 

It was for gentle Shakespeare cut, 
Whereon the graver had a strife 
With nature, to outdo the life. 

O coul:l he have but drawn his wit, 

As well in brasse as he hath hit

Hugh Holland wes a writer who added 
his tribute, the ‘“‘Famous Scenic Poci," 
as part of the introduction of the volume

His days are done that made the dainty 

plays 
Which made the Globe

The globe having been Shakespeare's 
theater, there is an evident pun upon the 
name; but, like the recognition: of. the 
two-fold character of Shakespeare, is 
even more evident, and following is a 
Hne in which Holland calls the grave 
““‘Death’s tyring house’’—the language of 
a man writing of one identified with 
dramatic life for ‘readers and critics jn- 
terested, and those who perused it. 

“J. M.,”’ furnishing only those initials, 
added some lines to the same prefatory 
matter, and falls into the same figure, 
while ‘his tribute is no less earnest, if less 
gracefu) and less well known than Jon- 
sons’s:

as if Diggs had anticipated the trade 
terms of the modern =pubiishers, and 
cailed it the long looked-for volume. He 
Says, inscribing his lines ‘“‘to the mem- 
cry of the deceased author master:’’

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HELLEU’S..DRY POINT PRINTS. 

Four years ago the art lovers of Eng- 
land and America were delighted with a 
new-emotion, the drypoints of Paul Hel- 


leu, ofParis. Every year since then 
America has seen a few of Helleu’s 
prints, not many to be sure, because there 
have been art lovers everywhere to sat- 
isfy. In New York Helleu’s drypoints 
NMhave become the rage with collectors 
and the quota assigned to this country 


does not last long oh exhibition, 

The drypoint is a drawing on the clean 
face of copper plate in distinction to the 
etching, which is a drawing on a wax 
covered copper plate, afterward subjected 
to the corrosion of acid. As-the ordinary 
master records his impressions on paper, 
so this master draws on indelible and in- 
effaceable copper. The result is a proof 
from the plate at first hand that has all 
the vim and energy of the original cun- 
ception of the artist's mind, drawn with 
eXcéeding delicacy and a Marvelous gure- 


ness of eye and hand.

Helleu was born at Vannes, France, in 
1859. His father was a native of Brittany; 
his mother was a Parisian. As an art 
student in Paris he was most influenced 
by the great Américan artist, John Sar- 
gent, who is now his most § intimate 
friend, and with whom he is coming to 
America on a visit some time this year. 

But of Helleu’s wonderful work. A Hel- 
leu print is in no sense an etching. The 
drypoint process yields a very few rich 
and velvety impressions and then the 
Plate wears out totally. For this reason 
Helleu never prints more than twenty 
impressions of each plate and frequently 
not more than ten, and sometimes as-few 
as three, after which the plate is de- 
stroyed. When Helleu’ first began mak- 
ing his drypoints the art world of Paris 
sneered at his work, The English and 
American collectors, however, became 
enthusiastic over them when they were: 
first shown and ‘one of*his most ardént 
admirers was the princess of Wales, who 
possesses a jar@e coilection of his prints, 

His work is exceedingly rapid and bril- 
liant in its execution. Of all his drypoints 
scarcely one'éf“them has involved more 
than a single sitting on the part of the 
subject. An hour or two of strenuous 
and untiring labor suffices for the pro- 
duction of each masterly and duinty 
work. 

In making his drypoints instead of using 
a pointed steel instrument, as other dry- 
pointers do, Helleu uses a smal} angular 
fragment of diamond set in a handle. 
This little diamond was given him, when 
he first began to make drypoints, by 
his friend, James Tissot, the great paint- 
er of scenes in the lifé of Christ, and 
with it every one of his three hundred 
plates have been made. 

Recently Helleu has been making some 
of the most exquisite drawings in black 
and red chalk of women and children. 
Many of these are mere sketches and look 
ag if they had ‘been made for amusement 
or for the pure love of drawing his 
“women-flowers”’ and ‘“child-flowers,”’ as 
his models have been called, 

His exhibition in New York this season 
is probably the finest collection of his 
works ever seen here. The room in which 
the prints were exhibited has ‘been haunt- 
ed daily by the collectors and few of the 
prints remain unsoid, although ‘by the 
consent of the purchasers many remained 
on exhibition long after they were sold. 


The catalogue names a great many of 
the prints as portraits of Mile, Ellen 


Helleu, the artist's daughter, an exceed- 
ingly beautiful gir}, in a variety of charme 
ing poses,

portrait has not been made public as 
such.

It is thought that hostilities will last 
from four to six months, and that the 
Boers will eventually possess the land. 
On the northwest Lieutenant Eloff and 
Commandant Albrecht are up with the 
idea of ‘capturing Bulawayo. They have 
about a thousand men with them, I may 
say that the Boers have a most complete 
plan of campaign and an admirable in- 
telligence department. The. whole thing 
has been worked out for months before 
the war broke out. 

“IT cannot estimate the Boer forces in 
the field. I believe there are about 43,000 
altogether, 25,000 of whom are Transvaal- 
ers, the remainder Free §Staters. Their 
reserves only number 3,000 or 4,000 at the 
outside. 

From this end of the war section of 
Africa the enthusiasm is unabated. Lord 
Methuen’s successful advance has stimu- 
lated the martial ardor of the colonists 
‘who are loyal to the queen and has 
quieted seditious talk. Old Cape Colonists 
know too well, however, the difficulties 
in Methuen’s way to believe in the possi- 
bility of the early relief of Kimberley.

They had tethered 
their horses for the night, and were sur- 
prised, but they held their own for three 
hours. The prisoners numbered eight. 
One of the Mafeking party was a tele- 
graphist, named Little, who was captured 
after eluding the Boers for many days. 
They tried to induce him to help them 
blow up the railway bridges but he re- 
fused at all costs, 

“The officers are accommodated in the 
schoolhouse and are allowed all reasona- 
ble liberty, including the obtaining of food 
from the hotels. The men live in laen-to 
sheds, hitherto used for the horses, but 
Clean and fairly comfortable; the men 
have as good food as if they were with 
their fellows in the field; in fact, they are 
fed upon the provisions which were taken 
at Dundee after it was evacuated, There 
were two months’ supplies there. The men 
are pretty cheerful. I have heard of one 
or ‘two cases of scurvy in the camp. When 
it rains there is some difficulty with the 
sheds, but the rainy season does not set 
in until the New Year. 

“The British wounded are in a separate 
building, which is being used as a hos- 
pital, and when we were there they were 
being attended by an English doctor—one 
of the prisoners; and a number of men 
of the Red Cross Society as nurses. There 
were no female nurses available.

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ARIS, Wecember 26.—

the making of the coming fair. Gay, friv- 
dlous Paris is waking up to business in 
fashion and “‘fair’’ talk 
drowns all real) talk of war. I:noticed 
when at Vincennes the other day that 
work was being rushed with great energy 
on the new official annex which has been 
provided for the railroad exhibits there 
from all nations of the world. 

Pension signs are increasing in all parts 
of the beautiful city and there is an enor- 
mous total increase of, building operations 
everywhere. Thé cost of accommodations 
is also already beginning to show an 
increase. The same kind of houses built 
in the vicinity of Chicago just prior to 
the world’s fair are being erected in the 
suburbs for the accommodations of vis- 
itors, and hotels, houses and flats of all 
kinds are being altered, improved and ren- 
ovated, 

Companies are being organized and op- 
erated for the construction of these new 
buildings and there is a solid tone to 
everything being done that smacks of 
80und business and the good care of the 
Millions who will visit the city from now 
On until the time when. the fair closes. 

One of the novel features in the way 
of providing. for the temporary sojourner 
In Paris is that board and lodging. can 
be obtained in connection with all ex- 
Penses, incident to visiting the city. The 
arrangement includes railway fares in the 
City, guides and admission to the expo- 
sition. This will be a great convenience 
to foreigners, who would otherwise be 
handicapped by a lack of knowledge of 
the French language, and the cost is not 
at all extravagant. Americans especially 
Seem to he expected to patronize this sys- 
tem of accommodation, because It will 
Spare an infinite amount of bother, which 
they are not supposed to care much 
about. I think that the cost is about a 
hundred francs a week for each person. 

No one doubts the fact that the cost of 
living will be considerably inereased in 
Paris and its vicinity during the time that 
the fair lasts. The ratio of increased cost 
Will depend very much upon the style in 
Which a person wants to live while here 
and also to what extent he knows Paris. 

Anyone who speaks French and wants 
to squeeze through easily will be able 
to accomplish the matter without paying 
at all exorbitantly for the cost of living. 
Of course in the first place accommoda- 
_ “ons will be: more expensive to all who

come, owing to the fact that while the 
population of Paris will be about doubled 
for the time being, the accommodations 
will not, and rents are usually pretty high 
anywhere in Paris. 

The cost of eating will be increased in 
all the restaurants, pensions and hotels 
somewhat, but there are the smaller res- 
taurants, patronized by the working 
classes, where meals can be taken at a 
slight advance from the regular figure. 

A great deal will depend upon the Knack 
a person has of getting around places and 
securing the best worth for his money. 
There are hundreds, or rather thous- 
ands, of cheap eating dens in Paris which 
a single man would not mind entering 
and where the best of food, cleanly serv- 
ed, can be obtained at prices even lower 
than those which prevail in New York, 
whilst attics in the Latin Quarter always 
rent cheaply. This kind of fellow can get 
along very cheaply if he wishes to and 
ean be fed well at that. He can pull 
through on about $10 a week all told. A 
man who brings his family along is nat- 
uarlly prevented from taking advantage 
of these side issues from the main line of 
procession, 

He will have to take his chances with 
the pension, or boarding house, and there 
figures for living will be increased from 
50 to 100 per cent. 

Three dollars a day will secure a com- 
fortable room with board in a very good 
class house—good enough for the average 
person of taste and refinement—and the 
expenses of a family for a sojourn can 
be easily calculated upon that basis, ad- 
ding the incidentals that would follow in 
anv other city, car fares and admission 
to the exposition, the latter costing $1.40 
weekly, 

The price I have quoted may be a little 
under the actual figures during fair time, 
for favored locations near the entrance 
to the fair grounds, for it is almost im- 
ecaleulate such things to a 
nicety. A good deal will depend upon 
the extent of the rush to the city and 
how many of the new buildings are com- 
pleted when the bulk of the people ar- 
rive. 

When it comes to a question of prices 
for accommodations at the first-class ho- 
tels let me sound a timely warning.. The 
millionaire who comes here just when 
the rush is on and wants an elaborate 
suite at any of the really good places 
which may be included in that category 
will find plenty of use for his plethoric
